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6. Claims 1 - 1 4 are rejected under 35 U. S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Boyd 
(6,010,724). 

Boyd relates to a wrapping system comprising a sheet member having removable adhesive 
on the lower surface. The sheet material can be paper, foil, film, cellophane, etc. The adhesive is 
acrylic based. However, Boyd fails to teach a mid-term adhesive in a striped pattern. Hall, as 
discussed above, teaches the advantage of providing and releasability. Therefor, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to utilize Hall's teaching of using s striped 
pattem of adhesive in the invention of Boyd. 

Further, use of a peel strip to cover the adhesive fi:om adverse environment is weU known 
and conventional in the adhesive art. 

The peel strength of between 0.5 and 2.5 pli can be obtained for Hall based on 
optimization through routine experimentation. 

As for the claimed adhesive pattern, it would have been obvious to modify Hall based on 
optimum adhesion and/or aethetic appeal.
